Richardson, which 
resulted in his death early Sun- 
day, visioned the handicaps of 
the primitive in their care of 
the patient. 

When they arrived in Gray- 
ling, Mich., they learned that _ 
Commodore Richardson _ had 
been. moved to a little Catholic 
hospital there. The doctors 
were amazed to find a modern 
hospital with every- facility 
available that could be had in’ 
Toledo. 

Commodore Richardson was 
suffering from what is known 
in medicine .as hemorrhagic 
pancreatitis, a disease that is 
usually fatal. It consists of a 
hemerrhage of the pancreas 
and in Commodore Richardson’s 
Gase the pancreas had been rup- 
tured and the digestie fluids 
discharged through his system. 

The operation was performed 
only as a last resart. Commo- 
dore Richardson died at 1:30 a. 
m. Sunday.

AGAIN, DETROIT NEWS URGES 


The Detroit News, in a recent edi- 
torial says “the second most profit- 
able business of the state grows out 
of the tourist traffic.” “It is not 
quite so good as manufacturing in 
money returns,” the editorial asserts, 
“but it beats agriculture.” 

The editorial continues: 

Considering the magnitude attained 
by this business within the few years 
of its existence, one is astonished to 
observe its haphazard character. The

Of natural attractions, Michigan 
has plenty, but only here and there 
has much been done to enhance the 
enjoyment of visitors. Through long 
stretches of the resort country oppor- 
tunities for obtaining food are. offer- 
ed only by the unpicturesque hot-dogs 
stands.. There are some good hotels, 
but their number and the character 
of the service. offered in many. of the 
districts which might expect to at- 
tract tourists ‘are not in‘ keeping with 
Michigan’s boast.as one of the lead- 
ing resort states. .. - ‘ “tee 
Promoters -of the to -business 
of the state expect much of the com- 
ing season.

Washington.—President Coolidge has 
made a nation-wide appeal for addl- 
tional flood relief. funds, It was suid 
that hew surveys of the situation dis- 
closed. that the $5,000,000 fund asked 
by the President a’ week ago will not 
be sufficient tv care for flood suffer- 
ers. Coincidentally {it was announced. 
that no special session of congress will 
be entied to deal with the flood situa- 
tion. 

A decision as to the additional 
amount necessary for relief work will 
he deferred until the arrival of Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover, It was 
indicated that another $5,000,000 will 
be asked. Secretary Hoover has made 
a survey of the flooded territory from 
Memphis to New Orleans.

CHANCE TO GET INTO MOVIES 


Detroit, -_May 4 (Special)-—Every 
young man who attends the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camp at Camp 
Custer, July 7 to August 5 will have 
an opportunity of getting in. the 
movies. . Two moving picture camera 
men will be at Camp Custer for two 
or three weeks during the training 
period for C. M. T. C. students and a 
moving picture to be exhibited in 
Michigan theaters will be taken and 
distributed through the Metropolitan 
Mation Picture Company of Detroit. 
Maurice J. Caplan, president of the 
Metropolitan Motion Picture Com- 
pany met with the National Defense 
committee of the Detroit Board of 
|Commerce and arranged with Lt. Col. 
Walter C. Cole, chairman of the com- 
mittee, to send the camera men to 
camp and take the picture and_ dis- 
tribute it through the moving picture 
theaters in Michigan. 

That the training given the young 
men at-the Citizens’ Military Train- 


Brady is not only an insurance to

“We believe that while the reflec 
tive mind of maturity is. necessary to 
determine policies, it is youth who 
must carry them through; that if 
there are any dangers ahead either in 
society, statesmanship or business, it 
is youth who must forestall them. 

“Hence, the Union Trust Company 
will send even more of its young men 
to Camp Custer this summer on full 
pay for the entire four weeks, and it

OLIVET STATE-WIDE CAMPAIGN 
TO START NEXT MONDAY 
FOR $1,000,000 


Olivet, Mich. April 27—Olivet col- 
lege’s $1,000,000 building and endow- 
ment campaign, the result of which 
will insure the financial future of 
that pioneer institution, will enter 
into its state-wide phase on Monday 
next, when alumni all over the state 
will initiate their canvass by a series 
of dinners. 

The campaign has already started 
in Detroit, where it is progressing 
favorably, and this is regarded as a 
good omen for-the work of the alumni 
scattered in every county of Mich- 
igan. More than 30 dinners will be 
held on Monday night, at many of 
which there will be speakers from the 
college, who will tell the diners of the 
past, present and future of their Alma 
Mater. 

An individual quota of $287 has 
heen assigned to every alumnus and 
former student of the college. Each 
will be asked to “assume the respons- 
ibility of getting or giving that sum 
to the college within the next five 
years. It is felt that this sum which 
comes to about $65 a year will not put 
a heavy burden on anyone who wishes 
to help the college which did sa much 
for him. se 

The sum will increase the endow- 
ment, build a new gymnasium, and 
erect a much-needed central recitation 
building and administration hall. All 
are most. necessary improvements, 
for Qlivet’s endowment is only $250,- 
000. But the new gymnasium has 
caught the fancy of the alumni, ‘and 
the announcement that the old gym- 
nasium is being moved to clear the 
site for the new one has thrilled all 
Olivetians. 

If the needed money is raised, the 
quota for the alumni body is only
